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and particularly efficient in dealing with the Indians. 
His kindness and generosity was respected by all. The 
Indians were particularly impressed because he had 
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reared a young Indian girl and later married her.° 


Abram Hatch replaced Joseph S. Murdock as Pre- 
siding Bishop in December of 1867. He had been sent 
to Provo Valley by Brigham Young, and his arrival on
